THE PUBLIC LASD BILL PASSED.
FBATUBRB Of ITS IBCTIOBS.SBNATB AMIXBMBXT8

TO THB BIVKB AND rlARBBK 1111.1-

Washlngton, Juna -T..The Senate to day consldere<l
tbe Uiver and Harbor Appropriation bill. Among the
amendments reported and agreed to were the fol..w-
lng:

Increasing the appropriation for thc harbor at Buf¬
falo, N. V., from e_00,OfJO to B250.000; reducing the
appropriation for Buttermilk Channel. New-Vork Har¬
bor, from #100,000 to #65,000; striking out thc Item
of -MM 'ur Bheeptt-ad Bay and of B10.000 for
Cananlo Bay, N. Y.; Increasing the appropriation for
channel at Oowanus Bay, N. i' , from 1*20,000 to
.r'-o.ooo: Inserting an item of 910,000 for Improving
Arthur Kill; increaelng the appropriation for Barilan
Bay, N. J., from *_0,000 to f35,000; Increasing the
appropriation for Phlladelphls harbor from fl_S0,0Ou
tn «-...'*0,000, of which f300.000 may be expended for
tbe purchase of Smith's Island. Wind Mill Island and
petty's Island, In the harbor; Increasing tho appmprl
atlons for Thames Uiver, Conn., from 925,000 to
.Fo.i.oOO; for Maurice Uiver, N. J, from Be.000 to
$10,000; fer Passaic River, N. J., from f-0,000 to
935.000, and for P.arltan Uiver. N. J., from 945,000
to 940.000.

The House to-day passed thc Public I.nd bill. The
provisions of the bill In brief are sn foll .ws: Tbe first
section classlftes all of the public land* aa agricult¬
ural, timber, mineral, desert and reserved. 6ectlun
three allowa every I'nlted States clflsen or person
wini has declared his Intention to bernini a cltlten,
to enter IBO acrci of Iron or coal lands at a price of
910 per acre. Tho next six sections forbid tlm-v-r
land* to be sold, but allow the timber to be disposed
of under proposals., ?settlers are to be alliwcd to
take timber not commercially valuable, for domestic
use. The President ls authorised io set apart tracts
of forest lands as public reservations. Section Beven
provides for the salo at not less than 91 25 per tere,
of isolated tracts of leas site than IBO acre-r.

Sections twelve to aeventeen, Inoluslve, relate to
desert lands. They authortre any person to enter a
320 acre tract of tuch ltnd, upon affidavit that lt p
for his own benefit, and not for a corporation, and tha
he Intends to cultivate lt by Irrigation, and upon a

payment, of from $5 to 920, according to tho slto of
tho entry- Any person who has not previously hail
the benefit of the homestead and pre-emption law. and
who has failed to perfect title to a tract entered by
him. ls to be permitted to malic a second entry In lieu
iboreof. A section of the bill makes lt unlawful for
any one to cut and wantonly to burn or destroy what
may be necessary for clearing the land for cultivationby actual settlors.
